The old 
warrior having reached his ninetieth year, 
saw all the battle-flags brought lo bis door, 
and all the nobles nnd crowned heads going 
to congratulate him on having reuobed 
such a mellow old »g». 
The silent mini 


never courted popularity. It oioje to him 
becai.se bo bud been sne-o-iSful in buttles. 
If dnitst-rs htd followed bUplung be would 
hardly trnvo bt-en heard of ;o-day. 


Bismarck was by tha Bide of the Empe- 


ror William iu all the grant battles tb.it 
were fought m later times. 
He was neurer 


to the Emporor than was General VOL 
Moltke. 
As long aa tho old Emperor live'i 


Bismarck was at his right h uid. 
When he 


died then the ways parted. 
The latter wns 


not much iu sympathy with Frederick, 
whose biiuf reiga wilt mako no prominent 
figure in history. 
Nor has he been ainch 


in sympatby with the present Emperor. 
This luck o! sympathy and wide divtrgenoo 
of views tins cnused bis retirement. 


It is a significant fact that at the celebra- 


tion of Von Moltke's birthday Biamarck 
was not pro'ont, although he received » 
cordial invitation from the Emperor. This 
absence was not due to any loss of friend- 
ship for Von Moltke. For Bismarck has 
regarded him us the greatest strategist in 
the world. 
The former took no part in 


this ovation on the plea of ill-health. 
The 
truth 
is, he 
is 
not on 
good 


terms with the present Emperor. The 
man of iron and Hood does not ttiink that 
he has beeu fairly treated. The plun of u 
consolidated German Empire originated 
with Bismarck. 
He brought the old Em- 


peror William up to tha acceptance of that 
plun. That was the greatest feat of states- 
manship performed in the Nineteenth cen- 
tury. The German Empire has taken the 
stamp which Bismarck pat upon it. He 
was created a Prince for his part in that 
great transaction. 
But he never received 


such an ovntion «s was paid to Von Moltke 


The question has already been raised 


whether Bismarck will be forgotten. There 
is no prospect that he will be as long as the 
German Empire lasts. That is in BOOJO 
senae his monument. The new Emperor 
has undertnkeu to get along without Bis- 
marck. 
But the old Eicperor William 


could not dispense with his 
services 


Whether the latter will over be recalled is 
problematical. But as soon a: a great 
crisis comes in German affairs the nation 
will turn towards Bismarck, 
Tho young 


Emperor who laid his hand on his sword 
significantly soon after be was crowned, 
has since beeu making efforts (o preserve 
the peace of Europe, 
He is seeking the 


victories of peace, bat if war should come, 
Von Moltke would be too old to take the 
field. But Bismarck would not be too old 
to be as wise a counsellor to thu present 
Emperor as he was to his illustrious prede- 
cessor. 
There is no ovation ju^ now for 


Bismarck. He bidus his time. 
Anoth.r 


great oppotnnity tuny come or it may not. 
But bis moctitnent will reumiu iu a consol- 
idated Empire.

FIGHT IN SENEGAL. 


A Kogulur Massacre of the Natives by 


the French. 


News has reached London of a fight be- 


tween French troops and natives in Sane- 
gal. Ahmadon resolved to make a supreme 
ffort to capture the advanced post of Kon- 
ukary. 
It had besu seized by Colonel 


Achinard last June and had been left nu- 
ll sr tho guard ol Lieutenant Vtilentme, 
supported by a sub-Lieutenunt oommand- 
ng forty Senegalese 
fusileers (nine of 


whom ware siott), a navy doctor, two Eu- 
ropean non-Qomoaiasioued offloars aud four 
artillerymen with two small cannon. 


On September 8th the defenders of Kon- 


mkary, saw the beseigers advancing iu deep 
calamus, many of them carrying ladders to 
be used in the attack. AH the black sol- 
diers, though decimate 1 by the artillery 
are, rushed on the blockhouse at (ho first 
sound of the war drum. They carried their 
ladders to within fifty yards of the walls, 
lespite a tremendous fire from the be- 
sieged men. 
Shouting their wild war cries 


many of them succeeded in planting their 
banners at the foot of the wull, but a well- 
directed fire of cannon, musketry and 
shrapnel caused them to falter, then scatter 
and hide in the brush. 


The fight had begun at 6 A. M. At 9 


o'clock a heavy rain fell, a real flood. The 
lonoouleurs took advantage of it to pick 
up their dead and wmuded, but though 
they curried away many of them, corpses 
could be seen afterward lying all arounc 
he block-house, twenty-three beicgcountec 
n a single heap, and it is estimated that 
the loss of the assailants rciu'Lh-d 600 men 
it least. The French had only two fusileers 
slightly wounded by 11 A. M., while the 
army of Ahnmdnn bad disappeared.
